tacking public officials, high and low. 
While he spoke today the silver pitch­ 
fork recently presented to him in the 
west, was conspicuously displayed on 
his scarf, 
The senator used the blunt words 
characteristic 
of 
his utterances, ar­ 
raigning the president and cabinet offi­ 
cers with unsparing criticism and per­ 
sonal invective. 
He also addressed 
himself personally to Mr. Hill and Mr. 
Sherman and drew from the former sev­ 
eral sharp rejoinders, while Mr. Sher­ 
man declined to be brought into a con­ 
troversy with the South Carolina sena­ 
tor. 
Mr. Hill followed Mr. Tillman, an­ 
swering the latter point by point. 
The 
New York senator referred to the com­ 
ing democratic national convention, de­ 
claring that there would be no spilt, but 
th at true democracy would recognize 
the rule of the majority and keep the 
party intact, despite the threats of the 
South Carolina senator to leave the 
party. 
Mr. Hill 
spoke 
freely 
and 
frankly of his differences with the 
officers of the administration and in 
particular referred to the grievous mis­ 
take, as he regarded it, of Secretary 
Carlisle in 
not supporting Senator 
Blackburn, when the latter was 
the 
nominee of the democratic caucus. 
The senator discussed internal party 
affairs, urging harmony and the ter­ 
mination of venomous assaults by dem­ 
ocrats on a democratic president. He 
spoke for two hours and was accorded 
the closest attention. 
The debate at­ 
tracted a great crowd to the senate 
wing of the capitol, the greatest since 
congress assembled, filling the senate 
galleries and overflowing Into the cor- capturing the ghost.

“As the season advances there is 
more business,

has been active enough to prevent a

new business to mills or factories to 
prevent decrease of unfilled orders and 
closing of some works. 
Substantially 
the same state of affairs exists in all 
the great Industries, notwithstanding 
the strong combinations in some, and 
evidence of inadequate consumption 
appear^ in the fact that (be general 
range of prices for commodities, farm 
and mine, as well 
as manufactured 
products, is nearly I per cent lower 
than it was April I, and the lowest 
ever known, the decline since October, 
1892, being 16.7 per cent. 
“Speculation has raised cotton an 
eighth, though receipts and crop pros­ 
pects still favor lower prices, and ac­ 
cumulated stocks of unsold goods are 
very large. 
Wheat has declined 4% 
cents for cash, with better accounts of 
winter and rapid seeding of spring. 
With only two months of the crop year 
remaining, there is little to encourage 
higher prices. 
Silk has weakened a 
little, owing to the overloading of Jap­ 
anese dealers. 
Wool is weaker, the 
wool year closing with the 
greatest 
quantity of wool on hand ever carried 
at this season. April sales were small­ 
er than in any month since June, 1894.

BUI to Confine 
Prison-Made 
Goods to 
States Where Prodnced. 
Washington. May 2.—Representative 
Gardner, of New Jersey, trom the com­ 
mittee on labor, has submitted to the 
house a favorable report on the South­ 
wick bill to protect free labor and the 
industries in which it is employed from 
the “injurious effects of convict labor” 
by confining the sale of goods manu­ 
factured by convict labor to the state 
in 
which 
they 
are 
produced. 
An 
amendment was adopted exempting 
manufactured 
agricultural 
products 
from the restriction imposed. The re­ 
port says: 
“Some states having, in a great meas­ 
ure, protected their own business en­ 
terprises and labor from the unequal 
competition of their prisoners, send 
traveling agents of their penitentiaries 
into other states to dispose of convict- 
made goods at prices that utterly defy 
competition fjom those 
who employ 
free labor. 
It is evident that this is 
a wrong which should not be permit­ 
ted to continue if a remedy can be ap­ 
plied.” 
% The report asserts that nothing less 
than the enactment of such national 
legislation as will effectually prohibit 
the interstate transportation of prison- 
made goods will be found efficacious. 
Tile committee believe that in the bill 
reported will be found such remedy foi 
the wrongs complained of as is within 
the power of congress to apply and is 
desired alike by capital and labor.

feated by a vote of 60 to 44. 
Mr. Scranton (repj of Pennsylvania 
called up the bill and spoke of the de­ 
velopment of the Alaska mining and 
fishing industries and the increase of 
population in the last fifteen years. Its 
vast area rendered it proper and neces­ 
sary that it should have a well in­ 
dorsed representative 
in the house. 
There were, he said, over 10,000 white 
Americans in Alaska. 
Mr. Perkins (rep.) of Louisiana op­ 
posed the bill, urging the migratory 
nature of her white population and the 
improbability that Alaska could ever 
be governed, even by a territorial gov­ 
ernment. Certainly not for many years 
to come. He declared the pressure for 
the bill came from Alaskan corpora­ 
tions.

late shah is succeeded by his second 
son and not the eldest son.) Zil-es-Sul- 
tan is governor of Ispahan and was for 
a lone; time the virtual ruler of south­ 
ern Persia, till the late shah, in 1890, 
greatly reduced his power 
and 
dis­ 
banded his regiment.” 
George N. Curzon, under secretary of J 
state for foreign affairs, who is an ac­ 
knowledged authority on Persia, con­ 
siders Mozaffe Ed-Din Mirza Viliahd, 
the new shah, a man of great intelli­ 
gence, but he has been so secluded all 
his life as to have no knowledge of the 
duties incumbent upon him as ruler of 
Persia.
